Sw-nUi Amounts to 


•700,000,000 a Year. 


The amount of money expended by 


tourists in Europe has, if official records 
abroad are to be accepted as authentic, 
increased enormously of late yeara 
There has been recently filed with the 
Swiss minister of finance aud customs 
at Bern a detailed statement of hotel 
receipts in that country, from which it 
appears that the gross receipts of Swiss 
botels rose from 52,800,000 francs in 
1880 to 114,338,000 in 1894. The entire 
annual expenses of the Swiss jrepnblis 
amount in a year to between 80,000,008 
and 90,000,000 francs (the budget for 
this year is given at the latter figure), 
ind it would seem, therefore, very much 
r.s if the botels of Switzerland take in 
Iu a year more than the government it- 
eelf does. 


The SwTss figures are not tho only 


ones furnished in Europe recently en 
this point. A French record shows that 
every year.there are 270,000 foreigners 
who pass from a fortniglit to a whole 
winter on the Riviera. Every person is 
supposed to expend on an average 1,000 
francs, or §200, m the country In oth- 
er words, tho foreign visitors spend in 
the country every winter the sum of 
654,000,000 The English ^re pat clown 
as contributing one-third of this amount; 
the French themselves contribute anoth- 
er third; Germans, Belgians, Dutch, 
Russians and Americans contribute the 
remainder. From being a poor country 
when it was annexed to France in 1860 
Nice has become one of the richest do- 
.partments of the republic. 


Some figures recently compiled of the 


revenues to hotels from tourisis in Paris 
show the average number of foreign 
visitors to be (iO, 000 
It is customary 


to estimate at 10 francs, or $2, a day 
the hotel bills of strangers in Paris. 
Estimating at 82 a day cash the hotel 
bills of (iO.OOO tourists nnd at about as 
much more their other outlays it is to 
be seen that tourists in Paris can be put. 
down for an expenditure of nearly $260, • 
00 a day. 
The total sum expended by tourists 


n Europe in a year is probably not very 
ar from $700,000,000, and a very con- 
iderable portion of this comes from the 
ockets, tho purses nnd the bankers' 
alances of Americans, who are pro- 
erbially the most liberal among trayel- 
rs.

Timidity leads to medita- 
on. and analysis. It enters into the 
•rnperament of tho philosopher and man 
:' science. Per contra, a thoroughly 
tvipid. man is seldom timid. 


Virgil, Horace, Benjamin Constant, 
lichelet and Amiol were ail notably 
imid men. M. Dtigas notes that in the 
utellectual man yon fire apt to find 
jreat speculative hardihood combined 
with a practical timidity Carlyle's is 
ie typical case. The mere thought of 
living to order a coat or buy a pair of 
loves caused, him tho most acute clia- 
omfort.

et over their "s>ta.je fright."

To the Board of School Tnuteet— 


GENTLEMEN: I herewith respectfully 
submit my report for the public schools 
oi Reno lor the school year ending 
Jane 30,1898: 


The statistical table shows the at* 


tendance, etc., for the month of Jane. 
The honor roll contains the names of 
all who were regularly promoted. The 
names of those promoted on account 
of length of service in a given grade 
have not all oeen included, as in sev- 
eral cases their promotion has to be 
arranged with them at the opening ol 
the new term. 


The attendance for the past year 


has averaged slightly in excess of that 
for either of the two preceding years. 
The enrollment for Jnne, 1898, wan 
610; for Jane, 1897, 492; for Jnne, 
1896, 49tt. 
The census, however, 


shows a serious decrease in the num- 
ber of schoolchildren for this district, 
the r»3crease for the last year being 
93, making a difference of several 
hundred dollars in ibe amount ol 
school foods for the coming year. 


The syHtf m of semi-annual promo- 


tions introduced the past year has 
been approved bv mnny thonttbtfal 
parents. If properly carried out and 
extended BO that pupils 
may 
be 


grouped according to 
ability and 


capacity ii> each room and permitted 
to pass from one group lo another 
win-never they are prepared to do so, 
tt will prove a most important depar- 
ture in the direction ol more profitable 
school wort-. We now have a clow 
gradation of pnpila than heretofore 
and will be enabled to equalise the 
attendance in »be various rooms. 


The clashes cati be BO arranged for 


the neit year that thirteen teachers 
can do the work done last year by 
fourteen teachers, nithoflt in any «ite 
impairing the efficiency of ihe schoole. 
The average attendance per room «ill 
ne fo'ir or five larger than heretofore 
for some years, but it will be less (ban 
in Boston and most of the large cities 
of the country. 


TUe work in drawing for the past 


year has continued to improve. Since 
the close of the term I have examined 
HI detail the work done by the pupils 
in this branch, and I am pleased to 
say that it shows a definite progress 
throughout the grades. Miss Lowers, 
»bo for tho pait two veare and a half 
has had charge of drawing in the 
schools, has created, or cultivated, a 
decided taste for this subject and 
many of our pupils have developed no 
little kbilitv in drawing.
